(a) Harles by the grace of God, &c. |. The 

( lik Commithon had been iflned cut by 
King 7ames in the eighteenth year of his Reign, 
Novemb. 16, 1620, but the breach with Spain, 
which-ſoon after followed , the preparation for 
the war, and the neceſlity of expending money; 
vpon that occaſion, putanend to this great work 
in the very firſt beginning and delign thereof ; 
which troubles being over-blown, and his aftairs 
well ſetled both at home and abroad, ir pleaſed 
King Charles not only to iſſue out this preſenc 
Commitiion , but to torward and promote ihe 
work by his own example, Rette facere cives ſuos 
Princeps optimus faciendo docety aS Paterculus hath 
it; and theretore to give life to the work, he ent 
in hrit and laſt 10295 /.5 s. 6 d. With part where- 
of he cauſed a ſtately Porti-oto beerected ar the 
Welt end of rhe Church, raiſed on Corinthian pil- 
lars to ſerve for an ambulatory { or common gal- 
ery) for ſuch who by walking in the* Church 
profaned the place, and diltuibed Divine Service 
in the Quire. 

(b) William Lord Biſhop of Londen. | This 1s 
the William Lord Biſhop of Londim, by whoſe 
ſolicitation this grext work was firlt began, and 
whoſe care and diligence (though tranllated to 
the Sec of Canterbyry abour two years after) ut 
was almolt brovght ro an end.

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And howſoever the decays have happened , yer 
ſince the rimes of ſaperiticion andignorance, men 
were willing (for the Service of God) to parr 
with ſo much of cheir ſubſtance as neceſlarily 
was ſpent in ſach a magnificent EreQion , that 
cannot be without ſcandal to theſe rimes in which 
God hath been pleaſed ro guide the Church of 
England in the true wayes of his worſhip, if that 
beautiful Fabrick ſhould be ſuftered ro fall rothe 
ground ; which 1s feared, if chere be not a timely 
care of repair thereof, And ir being an undoubted

Ruſty and well-beloyed, We greet you well, 


., 4 We have lacely taken the ſtate of our Cathe- 

arall and Collegiate Churches into our Princely con» 
fkderation, that we may be the berrer able to pre- 
ſerye thar livelyhood which as yer 1s lefr unto 
them, Upon deliberation we finde, chat of later 
times there hach not riſen a greater inconvenience, 
then by turning Leaſes of one and twenty years 
into lives : For by that means the preſent Dean 


and Chapter put great Fines into their Purſes; ro 
enrich 
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ehtich themiclyes, their Wiyes and Children, and 


Kaye their Succeſſors of what deſetrs ſoeyer; to us 
and the Church, deſtituce of that growing means 
Which elſe would come 1n-ro kelp them, By 
Which coutſe, ſhould ir continue; ſcarce any of 
them touldbe able to live and keep houſe accor- 
ding to their place and calling: We know the 
Srarute makes it alike lawfull for a Dean and 
Chapter to let their Leaſes for the termof one and 
tWenty yeats, or three lives, bur time and expe- 
tience haye made it apparent; that there is a great 
teal of Aace berween them, eſpecially in 
Church Leaſes, whers men are commonly 1n 
yeirs before they come to thoſe places, Theſe 
are therefore to will and command you, upon pe- 
nil of our urmolt diſpleaſure, and what ſhall follow 
thereon, that notwichſtanding any Statute, or any 
other prerence whatſoeyerz, you _ nor to 
let any Leaſe belonging to your Church into lives, 
thar is not in lives already.

His day was debared before his Majeſiy fir- 

ting in Councel, the queſtion and difference 
which grew about the removing of the Commu- 
nion Table in Sr. Gregories Church neer the (4- 
thedral Church of St. Paul, from the middle of che 
Chancel co the upper end, and there placed Alrar- 
wiſe, in ſuch manner as ir ſtanderh in the ſaid Ca- 
thedral and Mother.Church, ( as alſo in all other 
Cathedrals, and in his Majefties own Chappel ) 


and as is conſonant to the pratice of approved , 


Antiquity, Which remoyal and placing of it tn 
that ſort, was done by order of the Dear and 
Chapter of Sr. Paxls, who are Oidinaries there- 
of, as was avowed before his M1jelty by Dr. Xing 
md Dr, Montfort, rwo of the Prebends there : 
Yet ſome: few of the Pariſhioners, being but fine 
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in number, did complain of this ARt by Appeal 
ro the Court of Arches, pretending that the Book 
of Common Prayer, and the 82 Canon, do give 
permiton 10 place the Conmunion-Table where 
1t may Rand with molt frnefle and convenience, 
Now his Myjelty having heard a patticularrelation 
made by the counſel of both parties, of all the 
carriage and proceedings in this cauſe, was pleaſed 
tro declare his diſlike of all Innoyatien and rece- 
ding from ancient Conſtitutions, grounded upon 
jult and warrantable reaſons, eſpecially in mat- 
ters Concerning Eccleſiaſtical Orders and Govern- 
mext» knowing how eaſily men are drawn to af: 
fe novelties, and how ſoon weak judgements 
in ſuch caſes may. be overtaken and abuſed. And 
he was alſo pleaſed tro obſerye that if thoſe few 
Pariſhione's might have theic wills, the difference 
thereby from the aforeſaid Carhedrall AMdother- 
(hurch, by which alt other Churches depending 
thereon ought to be guided, would be the more 
ncto:ious, and give more ſubject of Diſcourſe and 
Diſputes that might be ſpared, by reaſon of the 
neerneſle of St. Gregories, ſanding Cloſe ro the 
wall thereof, And likewiſe for ſo much as con- 
cerns the liberty given by the ſaid Commun-prayer 
Book or Canon) for placing the Communios T ablt 
inany Church or Chappell with moſt convenien- 
Cy; that liberty is not fo to be underſtood, as it 
it were eyer left to the diſcretion of the Pariſh,

N this the Government of the Charch (as I ſup- 
Foot) will be the chief Queſtion wherein tw6 
things are to be conſidered, 'Conſciences and Policy. 
For the firity 1 mult declare unto you that I cannot 
yield to the change of the Government by Biſhops; 
not only as Ifnlly concur with the moſt generall 
Opinion of Chriltians in all Ages, as being rhe beſt, 
bur likewiſe I hold my ſelf particularly bound by 
the Oath I rookyand my Coronation, not to alter 
rhe Government of this Church from what I found 
it. And as for the Churches Patrimony, I cannor 
ſuffer any diminution or alienation of it, it being 
without peradventure Sacriledge,and likewiſe con- 
trary to my Coronation Oarh. But whatſoever 
ſhall be oftered for re&ifying Abuſes, if any have 
crept in, or yet ſor the eaſe of tender Conſciences, 
(ſo that indamage not the Foundation) I am con- 
ten: to hear, and will be willing to give a gracious

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Anfwer hereunto : For the ſecond, as the Kings 
city'is to proteR the Church, ſo it is the Churches

As to all other particulars in your Papet .menti- 
oned, his Majeſty having in his former Anſwers 
conſented ſo far as: polhibly he can, ashe ſtands ar 
pon perſwaded 1n his judgement , doth refer 

imſelf thereunto.. And ſince his Majelty by his 
Conceſſions hath brought all differences concern. 
ing the Church into ſo narrow a Compaſs, that the 
chief yifble obſtruction is, that wherein really in 
conſcience he is not ſatisfied: he hopes thac his 
two Houſes will not pur further preſlures of ſo ten- 
der a Nature upon him, when it 15 moſt likely that 
rime and-.debate will happily reconcile all theſe 
Difterences.

And that which his Ma- 
jzſty thought a ſoveraign remedy for all their ſores, 
hath it not brought almoſt the laſt blow to the ruine 
of the Churches ? It wanted but a little by conti- 
nuing the Fort before Rochel, the demoliſhment 
whereof was promiſed, by the violence of the Soul- 
diers and Garriſons of the ſaid Forts and Iſles, as 
well upon the inhabitants of the ſaid Town as up- 
on (rangers ; in lieu whereas they ſhould have re- 
tired, they have beendaily augmented, and other 
Forrs built ; as alſo by the ſtay of the Commulſi- 
oners in the ſaid Town beyond the time agreed on, 
ro the end to make broiles, and by means of the 
dwifion which they made to ſlide amongſt the in- 
habicants to open the gates to the neignbouring 
troops, and by other wichſtandings and inftruftt- 
ons of peace, I ſay a little failed , that the ſaid 
rown,and in it all the Churches had not drawn their 
laſt breath, And in the mean time, while his Ma- 
jeſty hath yer continued, and not oppoſed ſo many 
injuries, ſo many faith-breakings, but by complaint 
of Treaty » until be had feceived certain ad- 
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great preparation the 'molt C King made to 
poure upon Kochel ; and then what could his Ma- 
jelty of Great Britam do, but to vindicate his ho» 
nour, by a quick arming againſt thoſe, who: had 
made him a complice of their deceits ? And to give 
reſtimony of his integrity and zeal Which he farh

This is the ſole end of his arming at this time, 
and not any particular intereſt ; ' yet whoſoever

Mr Reverend Father in God, right ttuſty, 
FAA ind right well-beloved Counſellor, we greet 
you well z We have obſerved that the Church and 
Seare are ſo hearly united and krut together, rhar 
chongh they may ſeem rwo Bodies, yer indeed in 
ſorhe relation they may be accounted bur as one, 
In as mich as'they both are made up of the ſame

make an open way for Spain to do what they plex- 
ſed inall the Welt part of Chriſtendom, . For be- 
Gdes rhe grear ftirength which Grrmany once poſ=. 
ſefſed would bring ro them, which are too ftrorg' 
already, you are to conſider, firſt, how it will in- 
able rhem by Eand,'m that ic will join all, or the 
Gg mol? 
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moſt parc of che Spaierds. now diſtracted Territo- 
ries, and be a,means for him ſafely and ſpeedily 
£0 draw down, Forces again any other Kingdom 
that ſhall Rand in ins way, Nor can it be thought 
the Lar-Cowntreys can hold out longer againſt hun, 
if he once become Lord of the upper parts, And 
ſecondly you are to weigh how 1t wilt advantage 
him by Seag, and make hm frong againſt us in our 
parcicular, 'yyhich is of eafe apprehenſion with all 
men. And befdes if he once ger Germany, he will 
be ablexthough he had no Gold from ſndiego ſupply 
the neceffity of thoſe wars, and ro hinder the Trade 
and T caffick of the greateſt ſtaple Commodiries of 
this Kingdom, Cloath and Wool and ſo make them 
of little or no value.

You are further totake notice, how both we and

on may ſteal , or crep into the Church; bur pre. 
ſerve that unity of Doctrine and Diſcipline , eta 
bliſhed in the rime of Queen Ekzebeth z whereby 
che Church of England hath ſtood and flouriſhed e- 
yer fince, | 
And as we were careful ro-make up all breaches 
and rents inReligion ac home;ſo did we by our Pre. 
clamatior. , and Commandement for the execution 
of Lavvs o%4inlt Prieſts and Popiſh Recuſants , for- 
tifie all wi1yes and approaches again(t that forzin 
Enzmy : Whuch if it have not ſucceeded according 
coour intention , we mult lay the fault where it 1s 
in the ſubordinace Officers and Miniſters in th: 
Country , by whoſe refluiſneſſe Jeſwies, and Pried,, 
eſcape without appehetfion ; and Recwſents , from 
thoſe convitious and Penalties. , which the Laws 
and our commandement would haye infliged on 
them, For we do profeſle , that as 1t 1s our duty, 
ſo it ſhall be our care, ro command and- direct

Inthzſe and other their proceedings, be- 
calife we would nor give the lextt ſhew of interrup- 
tion, we endured long time wich much patience 
both 'thefe ahd other range and exorbicant en- 
croachments and -uſurpation ; ſuch as were never 
before atrempred in that Houſe, 

We are not ignorant how much thit Houſe hath 
of Iite y:ars endeavoured to extend their Privile- 
ges by. ſerttirg up general Committees for Rehigt+ 
on, for Courts of Jullice, for Trade, and th2 like ; 
a.courſe never heaxd of uncill of late : So as where 
in former times the Knights and Burgeſſes were 
wont to communicate to the Houſe ſuch buſineſs 
as they brovght from their Countries , now there 
are ſo many Chairs ere&ed to make enquiry upon 
all:/forts of Men, where complaints of all ſorts are 
entertained to the unſufferable difturbrnce and ſcrn= 
dal of Juſtice and Government ; which hying tole- 
nated a while by our Father , and our Self hith dat- 
ly grown to more , and more h2ighth; infonuch as 
young Lawyers fitting there, take on them to decry 
the opinions of the Judgement ; and ſome nave nor 
doubted ro maintain thit the Reſolutions of thor 
Houſe muſt bird the Judges; a thing never heird of 
In Ages paſt : but in this laſt Afembly of P2rtit- 
ment thy hve taken on thzm much more than ever 
defore.

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zeneral who is an Officer of truſt and ſecrecy tou-

They ſent Mefſergers to examine upon ſundry 
queſtions , our rwo Chief Juſtices , and three 6 
thr "of out Judges , rovching their jndicial pro- 
ceedings at the Goal Delivery at Newgate ; of 
which they are not accomptable to the Houſe of 
Commons, 

And whereas ſutes were commenced in our Cour 
of Starchamber,again(t Rich, Chambers, John Fowl, 
Bartholomew Gilman, and Richard Philips, by ou 
Attorney General, for great miſdemeanors, they re 
{ved that they were to have privilege of Parliamen, 
agnnlt us for their perſons ; for no other cauſe bu 
becanſe they had Petitions depending in that Houſe; 
and ( which is more ſtrange ) they reſolved that; 
figntfication ſhould be made from that Houſe by: 
Letter to iſſue under the hand of their Speaker, ws 
ro the Lord Keeper of our great Seal, thar not- 
tachmenrs ſhould be granted our againſt the ſail 
Chamber i, Fowks, Gilm-1m, and Philipr, during ther 
ſaid privilege of Parliament ; whereas it is far abort 
the power nf that Houſe to give dire&ion to any d

Andif any fi&tious Merchant will affront us in!

THe Kings moſtexcelleut Majeſty well know. 
' & th, that the calling, and adjourning, proto» 
puing and diffolying of Parliaments are undoubre 
Prerogatives inſeparably annexed to his Imperil 
Crown, of which he is not bound ro render any 
account but tro God alone, no mor: than of hi 
other Regal ations. 

Nevertheleſs his Majeſty whoſe Picty and good- 
neſs haye made him ever {o order and govern al 
things, that the dearneſs and candor of his Roy 
Heart may appear to all his SubjeRts, eſpecially in 
thoſe great and publick matters of Stare, that hue 
relation to the weal and ſafery of his people, and 
the honour of his Royal Perſon and Government, 
hath thought fic for avoiding and preventing all 6- 
niſter conjunAions and miſ-interpretatious which 
the malice of ſome perſons ill aſfe&ted to his Crown 
and Soveraignty, hath , or may praRiſe to inful: 
into the minds and ears of his good and fiithfil 
Subjects, to ſer down by way of Declaration th: 
true cauſes, as well of his aſſembling, as of his di 
ſolving the late Parliament, 

Ir is not unknown to molt of his Majeſties lovin! 
Subjets, what diſcouragements he hath former! 
had by the undutiful and ſeditious carriage of 
vers of the Lower Howſe, in preceding Afſembli:: 
of Parliament, enough to have made him aver!: 
ro thoſe ancient and accuſtomed wayes of calling 
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his e together, when m,ſRead of dutiful ex- 
preihons towards his perſon and government, they 
yented their own malice and diſaffeRions. to the 
State, and by their ſubtile and malignant 'coutles, 
endeavoured nothing more than to bring into, con- 
rempt ard diſorder all Government and. Magi- 
ſtracy. 

| Yet his Majeſty well conſidering that, but. few 
wete gwlty of that ſeditious and undutiful; behavi- 
our, and hoping that time and experience had,made 
his loving, Subjects ſenſible of the diftemper the 
whale Kingdom was in danger to b: put into, by 
the ill governed actions of thoſe men ; and his 
Majeſty being ever deſirous to tread in the ſteps of 
his molt Noble Progenitors, was pleaſed to 1ſlue 
forth his Writs under the Great Seal of England, 
fora Parltament to be holden on the thirteenth day 
of April la(t, 

Ar which day his Majeſty by the Lord Keeper 6f 
tus Great Seal, was graciouſly pleaſed to let both 
Houſes of Parliament know how deGrous he was, 
that all his people would unite their Hearts and Af- 
feftions, in the execution of thoſe Counſels, that 
might tend to the honour of his Majeſty, the ſafety 
of his Kingdoms, and the good and preſervation of 
his people, And withal how confident he was that 
they would not be failing in their duties and affe- 
Otions to him and to the publick, 

He laid open to them the manifeſt and apparenr 
miſchiefs threatned to this and all his other King- 
doms, by the mutinous and rebellious behaviour of 
divers of the Scotiſh Nation, who had by their ex- 
amples drawn many of his Subjects there, into a 
courſe of Diſloyalty and Diſobedience, not fit for 
bis Majeſty in honor, ſafety, or wiſedom to en- 
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Bibliothers Regia \, or,

courſes , they had addreſt themſelves ro forain 
States , and treated with them to deliver them- 
ſelyes up to their proteion and defence, as was 
made apparent under the proper hands of the prime 
ing-leaders of rhat rebellious fation, 

e courſes of theirs, rending ſo much to the 
ruine and overthrow of this famous Monarchy , u. 
nited by the deſcent of the Crown of England upon 
his Majeſty and his Father of bleſſed memory ; hi 
Majeſty in his great wiſdom , and in diſcharge of 
the truit repoſed in him by God, and by the fund: 
mental Laws of both Kingdoms, for the proteCtion 
and government of them, reſolved to ſuppreſs, and 
thereby to vindicate that Soveraign power Entruſted 
ro him. He had by the laſt Fummers Tryal found 
that his Grace and goodneſs was abuſed , and tha 
contrary to his rapoliation and the faichfull promi- 
ſes they had » ſince his being at Barwick, and th: 
Pacification there made , purſred their former Re- 
bellious deſigns, and therefore it was neceſſary now 
for his Majeſty by power to reduce them to the jul 
and modeſt condition of their obedience & ſubjettr 
on, which when eyer they ſhould be brought unto,ot 
ſeeing their own errors they ſhould put themſelves 
m a way of humility and obedience bzcomming 
them, his Majefty ſhould need no other Meditors 
for clemency and mercy to them , rhan his ownpi- 
ety and goodneſs , and the tender affeQtion he huth 
eyer born to that his native Kingdom, 

This being of ſo great weight and conſequence 
to the whole Kingdom, and the charge of an Army 
fit to maſter ſuch a buſineſs , amounting to ſo great 
a ſum as his Majeſty hath no means to raiſe, having 


not only emptied his own Coffers , bur iſſued be- 
fivecen 
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tween three or four hundred thonſand ds 
which he borrowed of his Servancs u frcueity 
out of his own Eſtate, to provide ſuch things as 
were neceflatry to begin ſuch an Afton with ; his 
Majeſty atter the example of his Predeceſſors re- 
ſorted ro his people in their repreſentative body the 
Parliament , whom he defired ( with all the expreſ- 
fions of grace and goodneſs which could poſſibly 
come from him ) that taking into ſeripus and duti- 
full conſideration the nature of the bleeding evils, 
and how dangerous it was to looſe the leaſt minute 
of time, [alt thereby thoſe of Scotland ſhould gain 
opportunity to frame their patties with forein 
States , that they would for a while lay afide all 0- 
ther Debates, and paſs an AR for the payment of 
ſo many S»b/ſidies as might enable his Majeſty to 
put in readineſs for this Summer, thoſe things which 
were to be prepared, before ſo great an Army could 
be brought into the field, 

For further ſupply neceſſary for ſo great an un- 
dertaking, his Majelty declared , that he cxpeRed ir 
not till there might be a happy concluſion of that 

Sion, and till their juſt grievances mult be firſt 
graciouſly heard and relieved, 

Wherein, as his Majeſty would moſt williwgly 
ave given them the precedence before matter of 
upply, if the great neceſſity of his occaſions could 
we permitted , ſo he was graciouſly pleaſed for 
ietr full aſſurance and ſatisfaRtion therein to give 
xm his Royal word', not without determining 
ne S:ſgion upon granting of the Swbſpdies , he 
ould give th:m before they parted as much time 
$ the ſeaſon of the year, and the grear affairs in 
and would permit , for confiderivg all ſuch Pet» 
i9Ns as they ſhould conceive to be goov1 for the 
Common= 


Commonwealth, and what they could not now {- 
niſh, they ſhovld have full time co perfect to. 
watds Winter ; his Majeſty graciouſly aſſuring 
them that he wonld g© along with them for their 
advantage through all ' che expreſſions of a gracious 
and piousKihg;to the end there might be ſuch a hip. 
py conclufion of thar,as might be the cauſe of many 
more —_— with them in Partiament. From 
their fitft aſſembling untill the 2.4 of Apri/ the 
Houſe of Commons did nothing that could give hi; 
Majeſty any content of confidence in their ſpeedy 
ſupplying of him { whereupon he commanded both Wil fe 
the Houſes to atrend him in the Banquetting Houſe Wo: 
at Whitehall, in the Afternoon of tifat 21 day of iro 
April, Where by the Lord Keeper his Majc{i 
pur them in mind of the end for Which they wer: 
aſſembled , which was fot his Majeſties ſupplic 
That if it were not ſpeedy it would be of nouſ 
unto him ;-part of the Army then marching ar the 
charge of ove 1000007, a Month, which woul: 
all be lo if his Majeſty were not preſently ſupply- 
ed, ſo as it was nor poſſible to be-longer forbom, 
Yer his Majeſty then expreſt that the ſwpply he fo 
the preſent defired , was only to enable hina to

dt And 'befides his Majeſty had knowledge of 
the great Fleets prepared by all neighbourin 
Princes this year, and of |the inſolencies committe 
by thoſe of A/gierf, with the ſtore of Ships they 
had in readineſs, 
And therefore though his Majeſty for this pre- 
ſent year could not forbear it, but expeted their 
concurrence 1n the leyying of it , yet for the future, 
to give all his Subjects aſſurance how juſt and royal 
his intentions wWere,& all that his aim was bur to live 
like their King, able to defend himſelfand them) 
to be uſefull to his friends , aud conſiderable to 
1s enemies, to maintain the Soveraignty of the 
Seas , and ſo make the Kingdom flouriſh in Trade 
Commerce : He was gratiouſly pleaſed to let

conceive we had nor lefc it poſſible for any man to

tlegree bound or obliged thereby ; parricularly that 
the two Proclamations publiſhed in our Name, 
and given under our fignet at £denboargh ( as is 
pretended ) the one the 1 5. day of Auguſt laſt, for 
the raifing a great ſum of mony , for the maintain« 
ance of an Army ; the other the 18. of the ſame 
month, to require all our Subjects wichin that our 
ingdom , from 16 years to 60. to be ready with 
Arm3 and all warlike proviſion at 48. hours warn - 
ing, to march as they ſhall be directed , are both 
againſt our expreſs conſent , and without any lay- 
ful authoricy , and contain in them matters of 
Treaſon and Rebellion ; and therefore we require 
all our SubjeRs of that our Kingdom , upon their 
allegiance , and as they would avoid the hainous 
crimes of Treaſon and Rebellion, that they yield 
no. obedience , or give no countenance to the ſaid 
Proclamations , or any other of the ſxne nature 
publiſhed wirhour our conſent, And if after alt 
this the power of theſe miſchievous perſons(whom 
the conſcience of their guilt hurrizs on to deſpair) 
roves fo gr2at,aas to perſwade our SubjzRs of that 
ingdom undilt 'rbed and unprovoked , as them- 
ſelves confeſs , wantonly ro throw away that bleſ- 
{zd calm and pea-2 , which thzy now do , and may 
If they plerſe . alw1ies enjoy; and to invade this 
kinedom already infclted with Traiterous "and Re-

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bellious Atmies, -chcy muſt not' wonder if we 
leave no means unartemprtcd , to ſuppreſs and
